Your letters 466-5 (E.1) of the 20th and 25th instant 
are acknowledged re the above and though your letter of the 20th 
was rot quite clear, it was assumed your reference to a tender for 
labour was with regard to the top floor alterations and your letter 
of the 25th means us to disregard this, in view of the Examination 
by the Lands and Development Services Branch, 


* As you state, we have the paint on hand for the exterior 


painting and it is assumed the tender of Robert Styres to do the 

work for $1100,00 which was accepted last year, is still good. 
Wo Mr, Styres is prepared to start as soon as the children 
#0 on holidays, which is felt wiser, as with ladders and paint 


supplies around, with the children there, they could get up to a 
good deal of mischief, 


With regard to moving the former Chapel Building at the 
Army Camp, which Mr. Zimmerman requires for additional staff quarters, 
Mr, Rispin says he would have to charge $1000.00 for the operation, 


Rispin states the building will, owing to its length and 
shape, have to be cut and moved in two sections and maybe three, 
You will realize, that the time taken in movement from point to 
point is not the expensive part of such operations, it is the time 
taken to cut, ja up, brace up open ends and get ready for movement, 
followed by the time taken to lower the portions on their new site, 
line them up and repair roof where cut, 


Consequently, the price quoted is reasonal le, somewhat 
higher than previously, but wages and other costs have moved up since 
the quotations of two years aro, 
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Rispin can only move it and place it for the $1000.00 
stated, he cannot take the time to finish it off for occupation, as 
he' states he has too much private work ahead to do so, which he has 
neglected somewhat for two years, moving our many buildings. 


Tt is suggested, therefore, that you approve of his offer, 
so he can proceed at once.as he is almost through with the hospital 
and Council buildinge, then this office will submit a further 
recommendation concerning what is necessary and the costs of making 
it into two apartments, go we can get the work done ready for occupation 
in September, 


May we also receive the authority to go ahead on the 
Domestic Science Building, so we can get it in operating order now, 
rather than wait to the sumer holidays when so mich other school 
work is done, 


You have already approved of the the instelling of kitchen 
cabinets, etc., at a cost of $496.08, but there is the siding, painting 
and building of partitions.

We have the fnsul brick siding on hand, but it will cost 
about $60.00 to have it put on by an Indian carpenter. 


While we did not reline the floors of the other army buildings 
1sed as schools, in this case, in view of the nature it is to be used 
for, it is felt a new floor should be placed in to give first rate 
appearance and some cupboards, also a partition around the kitchen part.

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The Cockshutt Plow Company have been requested 
by the Government to produce certain important aeroplane parts, 
which makes it necessary for them to build immediately additional 
factory buildings and acquire more yard space. 
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Their original request to the Council was for the 
purchase of approximately 6 acres of land, but the Council at 
a special meeting declined to consider this proposal, as it 
entailed surrender of most valuable property.

Also, the Principal of the Mohawk Institute, the 
Rev.H.W.Snell, was present at the Council Meeting, and pointed 
out that the loss of the particular 6 acres requested by the 
Company would deprive the Institute of practically all the 
garden land worked in conjunction with the green houses, and 
make it necessary for the latter to be removed, and that the 
only suitable place the garden and greenhouses could be re- 
located was at a considerable distance from the school buildings, 
creating many disadvantages. 


However, Mr. Snell said he could manage without 
the 3.5 acres, so the Council, in order to assist the war 
effort, informed the Cockshutt Company they would be prepared 
to lease the designated land under the terms and conditions 
laid down in the Resolution attached. 
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The Cockshutt Company advised today that th 
are prepared to accept the Council's terms and lease the 
land and a copy of their letter of acceptance is attached. 


As the production of the parts which the Company 
have to manufacture are of vital importance to the war effort, 
and all possible speed is necessary, - may this matter be 
laid before the Director immediately, in order that approval 
may be obtained to the proposals, so that a lease may be drawn 
up covering the Council's terms and any necessary additions 
the Department may consider advisable, and forwarded here for 
formal approval by the Council and for signature of the 
Cockshutt Plow Company. 


This office understands that all the Mohawk 
Institute farm land is under lease to the New England Company , 
and if this is so the Department will know what action, if any, 
is necessary to inform them of this proposal. 


A map is attached showing the land it is proposed 
to lease, and it might be advisable to state that no permanent 


buildings will be erected on it by the Company, but it will be 
used mostly for yard space and storage.

It is suggested, 
however, that, in order that no improper motives or 
arbitrary action may be charged against the Department 
most representative meeting of the Band members possiple 
should be held and t vote recorded and submitted. t 
is, therefore, suggested that such a meeting should be 
called and the matter disposed of with the least possible 
delay.

Upon a careful and thorough study of this problem it is 
quite clear that the lands in question are Indian Reserve lands, The judgment 
of the Exchequer Court of Canada in 1922, when this matter was being dealt 
with, declared that this property was the property of His Majesty in right of 
Canada and had the effeot of taking away any rights that the New Sngland 
Company might have had in these lands by reason of the license of occupation 
granted it prior to the said judgment. In other words, the judgment had the 
effect of placing these lands in its original status, that is Indian Reserve 
lands held in trust by His Majesty for the Six Nations Band of Indians. 


In view of the legal position of these lands I would suggest 
a slight amendment to the penultimate clause of your submitted draft public 
notice and have redrafted the proposed notice with my suggested change 
incorporated thereins 


I have discussed this matter with Mr. Jackson and have 
pointed out our difficulty.

The interpretation of the words ‘habitually 
resides on, or near' is, as Superintendent Randle 
points out, difficult of interpretation. The word 
‘near' has been held by the courts to mean ‘close or 
at no great distance'. ‘Near’ is a relative term 
and its precise meaning depends upon circumstances. 
In various authorities reference to distances from 
two to ten to fifteen miles have been held to be 
‘near’. 
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As this word has no precise meaning, and 
all circumstances must be considered, I would suggest 
that the word 'near' as used in Section 51, Subsection 
2, of the Indian Act, would be any point within a 
radius of ten or fifteen miles from the outer boundaries 
of the Indian Reserve in question. Ten or fifteen 
miles under present day circumstances - that is, car 
transportation, etc., = would, in my opinion, be 
considered by the courts as being within the meaning 
of the said word 'near', Superintendent Randle might 
consider the said mileage not 'near', due to certain 
local conditions. His discretion in the matter, I think, 
should rule.

Your letter of June 27th, your file 1235/45, 
asking for assistance in interpreting subsection 2 of 
Seotion 51 of the Indian: Act was duly received and referred 
to the solicitors who have replied as follows:-

points out, diffioult of interpretation. The wor 
‘neer' has been held by the courts to meen ‘close or 
at no great disteance'. ‘'Near' is a relative term 
and its precise meaning depends upon circumstances. 

In various authorities reference to distances from 
two to ten to fifteen miles heve been held to be 
‘near’. 


"As this word has no precise meaning, and 
ell ciroumstences must be considered, I would suggest 
that tie word 'near' as used in Section 51, subsection 
2, of the’ Indian Act, would be any point within e 
radius of ten or fifteen miles from the outer bounderies 
of the Indien Reserve in question.

It is suggested by the writer thet,in the 
oircumstences of this case, any male person 21 years of age 
whose name eppears on the Band list and who is sufficiently 
near to the Reserve and sufficiently interested in the effairs 
of the Reserve to be present at the meeting should be permitted 
to vote, ea special note being made at the time as to any possible 
or suspected disqualification under the Act. If it should 
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later be of importance that the eligibility of such voters 
should be investigated and if on such investigation such 
voters should be found by the Superintendent General to be 
unquelified under the terms of the Act, then such finding 
could be given its proper legel effect by the Superintendent 
General in deciding whether the vote in question wes 

carried or lost. 


The writer egrees with you that the Section 
in question is extremely difficult of interpretation, but 
as tt 4s in the Statute we have to do our best to interpret 


4t in accordance with the spirit of the Act.

This office would advise you that the Public Meeting 
was held and the vote taken on the above question, on Thursday 
the 26th instant, after proper notices had been posted for a 
month in the public buildings throughout the Reserve. 


The attendance at the meeting was disappointingly small, 
only 26 people voting - 21 in favour of the sale and 5 against. 


Naturally at this time of the year everyone, particularly 
the farmer, is busy, and would find it difficult to get away. 


The Department will appreciate it will be a very serious 
blow to the prestige of the Six Nations Council if the majority 
given by those attending is not allowed to stand. Particularly as 
the Mohawk workers posted notices all over the Reserve asking people 
not to vote, and their ever increasing activities to influence their 
people over all matters. 


After all, everyone qualified to vote had the privilege 
to do so, and if they failed to use their right that is their own 
fault, particularly if they were opposed to it. It is commonly 
said that silence gives consent. 


As is noted from your letter of the 26th of May, the con- 
tention is that the Act requires a clear majority assent of the 
voting members, rather than a clear majority of those attending the 
meeting. 


To the writer this appears a drastic interpretation of 
Section 51, as it would be supposed by most people reading that 
section that it actually means a majority of the male members at 
the meeting. It would be difficult under any circumstances to 
ensure the attendance of a majority of the eligible male voters. 


--- If such 
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If such a meeting as this had been called suddenly and 
a snap vote taken, it could be well understood if the protection 
of the majority vote of all male members be demanded. 


But in this case there was first of all the publicity 
occasioned by the debate and decision of the Council over the 
matter - followed by the wider publicity of notices displayed 
for 30 days prior to the voting in every public building and store 
available, advising the voter of the time and place where he could 
assemble and show his approval or disapproval of the contemplated 
sale of land. 


In the recent Dominion Election, according to the press, 
less than 50% of the voters exerted their right to vote, and it is 
doubtful if anyone would suggest that those who did not vote, were 
against the party elected, for if so, Government could not go on. 


Personally the writer is of the opinion it is far sounder 
to approve of the sale on the basis of the majority given by the 
voters who actually were present, as any other way might certainly 
be considered improper and arbitrary and utterly contrary to the 
Indian Act = whereas approval of the voting as it was given, is 
only one way of interpreting Section 51 of the Act. 


It would make the Indian voter aware of his duty in the 
future so that he would turn out and show definitely one way or 
other what he really wishes, in the only way possible. 


If the Department finally feel it is impossible to approve 
of the sale on the basis of the vote taken, it would be appreciated 
if before any other decision is taken, that the Council be fully 
informed of the contemplated action so that their viewpoint receives 


every consideration.

In your mmorandum of June 6th to the writer, you 
advised that this office should proseed in the umial way to 
attempt to obtain a formal surrender of the 5.05 acres of the 


Mohawk Farm which it is the wish of the Six Nations Couneil to 
sell for $7,000.00 te the Goeksimtt Moulded Aircraft, Limited, 
whose buildings comupy it. 


In accordence with those instructions an attempt was 
made to obtain the surrender and a special meeting was called 
for the purpose. Tmediately on the posting of the notices 
certain members of the Band circularized the mambership advising 
them not to attend the meting, to such good effect that only 
26 Bend members attended and of that 26, 21 voted in favour of 
the surrenier and 5 against. ‘The surrender was not approved. 


In the concluding paragraph of your memorandum of 
June 6th you suggested that in the event of failure to obtain 
the surrender further consideration would be given to detemine 
just what action could be taken in the matter. May the matter 
now be further considered and this office advised as to what the 
next step is in the process of giving the Company title to the 
land they have agreed to on terms already approved by 
the Six Nations Gounsil.

The Cocksmtt Company inadvertently erected a building on 
the above land worth approximately $100,000.00, This land is Indian 
Reserve land within the meaning of Seotion 2 (j) of the Indian Act which 
reads as follows -

" tReserve' means any tract or tracts of land set apart by 
treaty or otherwise for the use or benefit of or granted to a partioular 
band of Indians, of which the legal title is in the Crown, and which remaing 
so set apart and has not been surrendered to the Crown, and includes all the 
trees, wood, timber, soil, stone, minerals, metals and other valuables 
thereon or therein". 
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Indian Reserve lands are held in trust for the Indians by the 
Dominion Government and the Minister of Mines and Resources has, by virtwe 
of the provisions of the Department of Mines and Resources Act, Chapter 55, 
1, Edward VIII, the control and management of the lands and property of the 
Indians in Canadae 
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Indian Affairs. 


Seotion 51 of the Indian Act provides, briefly, that except as 
in this part otherwise provided, no release or surrender of # reserve or a 
portion of a reserve held for the use of the IndianSesseseeeshall be valid 
or binding unless the release or surrender shall be assented to by a 
majority of the male members of the band of the full age of twenty-one years, 
at a meeting, ctoe 


Section 54 of the sgid Act provides as follows - 


"All Indian lands which are reserves, or portions of reserves, 
surrendered, or to be surrendered, to His Majesty, shall be deemed to be 
held for the same purpose as heretofore; and shall be managed, leased and 
sold as the Governor in Council direots, subject to the conditions of surrender 
and the provisions of this Part". 
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Indian lands in this section are defined in the Indian Act 
as follows = 


" 'Indian lands’ means any reserve or portion of a reserve 
which has been surrendered to the Crown". 


The Cooksmtt Plow Company have asked for title to the above 
land which was inadvertently built upon, and all efforts have been made 
to obtain a surrender of the land in question in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 5le By reason of the fact that the Indian Band 
members are not all present on the Reserve it is, therefore, impossible to 
got « surrender as required by Section 51. 


The Cookstutt Plow Company, upon discovering that the 
Company's building was built on Reserve lands, offered to purchase from the 
Indians the land upon which the building stood for the sum of $7,000.00 
which is considered a very fair offer and would more than compensate the 
Indians for the loss of their land, tut no sale may be legally made of the 
land applied for by reason of the faot that a surrender cannot be obtained. 
The duly elected council of the Indian band have passed a resolution 


recommending the sale of this land to the Cookshutt Plow Company for the 
said sum but such resolution cannot be acted upon until the surrender as 
aforesaid is obtained. 


After full consideration of the facts and of the present 
difficulties of obtaining a proper surrender, the officials of the Department 
of Mines and Resources are willing to place before the Minister for his

permit that in your opinion would further proteot the interest 
of the Indians. Such recommendations in this connection were 
not included in your letter just received. 


It is noted that you are of opinion that this 
land should be leased to Cockshutt Plow Company under the 
leasing terms laid down in the Council resolution of the 
17th June, 1942. This recommendation is not understood, as 
you are aware that the provisions of the Indian Act preolude 
any possibility of leasing as suggested without a formal 
surrender in the same manner es is required in the case of the 
authority to sell Reserve lands. As undoubtedly e surrender 
for lease or sale is out of the question in this case, there 
is no alternative other than to give to the Company a permit, 
as decided upon,for a short period or periods until this 
matter can be finally disposed of.

This will acknowledge your 32-0-9 of the 29th of October 
in connection with the above, and this office fails to under- 
stand your observations contained in paragraph two. 


At the present time there are a number of leases in ex- 
istence effecting land held in the name of the Indian Council, 
which have been rented on the application signed by the Chief 
Councillor, after which a formal Government lease between the 
Crown and the tenant has been issued. 


In none of such gases has a formal surrender been obtained 
under Section 51, calling for a vote of the male members. 


If it is the Department's contention that under Section 51 
Council land can only be leased with the assent of the majority 
of the male members, this would also be true of the land held by 
individuals, as Section 51 definitely refers to the latter as well. 


Actually there are dozens of individual owners' land rented, 
without a formal surrender as laid down in Section 51. 


This office has always supposed that either the Councils 
concerned, or an individual could rent land for a period of years 
upon an application by the parties concerned, and upon approval 
of the Department and the issuance of a formal lease between the 
Crown and lessee, and that it was only upon surrender of land for 
sale, that the assent of the majority of male members had to be 
obtained.

The Department's attention is directed to your File 
32-0-9 of the 24th of June 1942, in reply to this office 
report on the Council's Resolution of the 17th of June 1942, 
assenting to leasing the land to the Cockshutt Company. In 
that letter the Department do not anticipate any difficulty, 
or mention the necessity of obtaining a formal surrender. 


The essential contents of your letter of the 4th of 
October were read to the Council at their meeting on the lst 
of November, as proposed in my letter of the 25th of October, 
and they by Resolution No.12 express the opinion that the 
occupation of the land by the Cockshutt Company should continue 
under the conditions laid down in 1942 - and though those 
conditions through no fault of the Council have not been 
incorporated into an official lease, they have been accepted 
in principle by the Department and the Company, as the payment 
and acceptance of annual rental each year since, of $457.50 
is proof of. 


The Council cannot see any fairness or justice in per- 
mitting the Cockshutt Company to occupy the land at $350.00 
per annum, when by their letter of acceptance of the 19th of 
June 1945 they agreed to lease the land until 1950, under the 


conditions laid down by the Council Resolution of the 17th of 
June of that year. 


It is the Cockshutt Company who failed to observe the 
terms and conditions of that arrangement, and the resentment 
of the Council and people of the Six Nations will be great if 
the Department permit them to occupy the land for $350.00 
instead of $457.50. 


Further, the Department are reminded that the rentals 
received from the Company were not to be used to swell Six 
Nations Funds, but by the generous and kindly consideration of 
the Council to be handed over to the Vepartment for the benefit 


of the children of the Mohawk Institute, some of whom come from 
other Reserves.

The writer is still of the opinion that the only 


satisfactory solution of this matter is contained in the 


suggestion offered in paragraph two of my letter of the 
25th of October, and by past precedent, and with all due 
respect to the Department it is impossible for me to see 
this cannot be carried out. 


On the other hand if the Department insist on issuing 
the Cockshutt Company a permit, against the wishes of the 
Council,based on a rental of 5% of $7,000.00, there appears 
little for this office to suggest, as you request, for the 
further protection of the Indians. 


A Company of their standing will undoubtedly pay the 
rental when due, and it is presumed here that if the land 
is finally surrendered to them, they will still have to pay 
in full $7,000.00 = that is the rental or rentals id from 
now on would not be considered as payments on the $7,000.00 
principal, 


They should also be responsible permanently for the 
repair or rebuilding of any fences adjoining the Six Nations 
land used by the Mohawk Institute. 


Or, if only the land occupied by the building were 
finally surrendered, then the balance of the 3.05 acres 
should be returned to the Indians in its former condition, 
that is in shape for immediate cultivation. 


This office hopes that whatever is finally decided 
over this most unfortunate matter, that no permit or leasing 
arrangement will be entered into, without being submitted 
first for the Council's consideration.

With reference to your 32-0-9 (R.1) of the lst of 
November last, advising us that the permit to the Cockshutt 
Plow Company had been renewed for one year from the 17th of 
June last, for the 3.05 acres, part of the Mohawk Institute 
farm. 


It is noted that according to the permit the year's 
rental of $457.50 has been paid, and this office would like 
confirmation of this, as the Six Nations Council are enquiring 
about it. Also, as you will remember, the said rental was to 
be paid to the brincipal of the Mohawk Institute, to be used 
for the general benefit of the Indian children, and he does not 
appear to have received it. 


This office would also like to point out that in this 
day and age, we do not consider it fitting for this permit to 
have been renewed without the Indian Council being advised ahead 
of time of the intention of the Department to do so = in case the 
Council had any viewpoint they wished to express. 


The Department's action in this matter only arouses 
doubt in the minds of the Council and their people, and increases 
the mistrust that always exists in the Indian mind over their 
dealings with the powers that be = and it makes it appear at 
least that the Cockshutt Company receive greater consideration 
in the matter than those who own the land, and whose particular 
rights the Department is guardian of. 


The Cockshutt Blow Company's action in this matter can- 


not be condoned under any consideration, as with any reasonable 
care or checking, the permanent structure they raised on the

property leased from the Six Nations, would never have been 
built, particularly in view of the fact that, from the very 
first discussion over the leasing of the ground, it was under- 
stood no permanent building should be erected. 


Further, to prove that the Company have little regard 
for their obligations, you are advised they have recently com- 
pleted the erection of a further building on the same land. 


The writer contacted their Solicitor over this matter 
and after some delay received a verbal acknowledgement that this 
was the case, - with a promise that the matter would be dealt 
with in a letter to the Council. 


To date, though some time has elapsed, no communication 


has been received, and so far, in view of this, the Council have 
not been informed. 


It would appear that this Company, ignoring all decencies 
or rights in the matter, are determined rightly or wrongly, to 
acquire that land, - though from the very beginning of negotia- 
tions over it, they knew clearly that the Six Nations' Council 
did not wish to dispose of it, and only reluctantly recommended 
the sale to their people, after the Company had erected the first 
permanent building.

Dear Jim: 


It happened very quickly after I saw you but 
is no doubt a first-class solution to the whole matter. 


Our problem is that we purchased lend from 
the Six Nations amounting to approximately 3 acres, upon 
which we erected permanent installations which would amount 
to more than a quarter of a million dollars in value. 
Unfortunately, because of the peculiarities of Section 51 
of the Indian Act the release of the land was not subsequently 
confirmed by the band. 


From what I can hear the new Act makes it 
practically impossible to obtain a confirmatory vote of the 
band. 


In the circumstences a Special Act seems to 
be the only solution. 


Having in view the fact that the New Act is 
not likely to be brought down at this session, but will be 
introduced at the next session, we plan on deferring any 
requests for a Special Act until after the New Act is passed.

Divieion for their action, You fail to indieate in your letter what 
effort the father of these children is prepared to make in looking 
after them. In due course, please let us have a full report covering 
this point and at the same tins let us have your recommendations as to 
where the children should be placed and at what cost. It is contemplated 
that the Interest shares of the perents and of the children will not now 
be paid in the usual way but will be deposited in Mvings. In the case 
of the children entering Mohawk Residential School, if such is done, the 
monies will be retained until they are twenty-one years of age. ‘The shares 
of the mother might be available to furnish small conforte for her when she 
is in the Sanaterium. The shares of the father and the four children shoul4, 
it fe thought, go towards the maintenance of the children. Your comments 
and rosomendations would be appreciated af an early date.

"Alfred Cottrelle, /276, Sarnia Band had three 
daughters, Loraine, Marilyn and Dorothy, in the Mohawk Institute 
at Brantford during the 1947-48 term. In July, 1948 thie man 
visited the office and informed me that he did not inter to 
send Loraine and Marilyn back to residential school in September. 
He agreed to send his youngest daughter, Dorothy. In a letter 
dated July 12th, 1948 the Prineipal of the school, Mr. Zimmer- 
man, agreed to the discharge of Loraine and Marilyn. However 

I do not believe that the Department has been notified re the 
above and therefore official discharge has never been obtained,

"As mentioned above Dorothy Cottrelle was supposed 
to return to Mohawk Institute in September, 1948. I put 
considerable pressure on the father to return her at various 
times throughout the Fall. He tried to persuade his girl to 
go back to Brantford but she refused and would run away, etc, 
In January, 1949 the father was successful in getting her back 
to Brantford, but she remained there only one week and ran away. 
She returned to Sarnia Reserve where she is living at the 
present time. In my opinion it would be advisable to agree to 
the discharge of all three of this man's children. 


“When Mr. Douset visited Sarnia Agency about one 
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month ago the matter of truancy of three or four Indian 
girls from Mohawk Institute was investigated. One of 

the girls is Marilyn Rogers, daughter of /210, William 
Rogers, Sarnia Band. I have piven this girl temporery 
permission to attend St. Clair Indien Day School until 

a Departmental decision has been received regarding her 
return to Brantford. I do not think it would be advisable 
to force Marilyn to return to Mohawk School as she would 
no doubt run away again. I therefore recommend that she 


be officially discharged. 


When Marilyn Rogers left Mohawk School two Kettle 
Point givls, namely Eunice and Helen George, daughters of 
Simpson George, #301 and Miss Evelyn George, #302, Kettle 
Point Band, accompanied her. These two girls are running 
loose on Sarnia Reserve at the present time. I see no 
use in forcing them to return to Brantford but am taking 
no action on the matter pending instructions which I 
understood Mr, Doucet was going to send om his return to 
Ottawa. These girls are about fourteen or fifteen years 
of age. I recommend that they be officially discharged 
and allowed to attend Kettle Point Indian Day School if 


they wish to do so. 
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"an early reply with regard to the above will 
be appreciated."

The writer hesitates to interfere in the decision of 
e@ Superintendent of another Agency, but as Mr. Doucet was 
informed when here, our policy with regard to the children 
belonging to the Six Nations Superintendency is that if they 
play truant by running away they must be found and returned.

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Otherwise, we should soon have chaos at the School, 
as any child with a notion thet he or she dislikes the school 
for some reason or other, could make up their minds to run 
away, knowing that no action would be taken and it was an easy 
way to rid themselves of the school and its discipline.

Many parents would also be up in arms over such a 
lax policy, as it is not unknown for a child to run away to 
some relative, who is sympathetic and stay there, rather than 
go home to parents who will send them back to the Institute. 


On the other hand, while hesitating to intervene in 
the decisions made by another Superintendency, not knowing the 
local facts as he does, it is a fact that once children arrive 
at the Mohawk Institute, they become, in a way, my responsibility 
and under my jurisdiction, for when such outbreaks occur, the 
Principal phones me and on each occasion it has been necessary 
to institute energetic action as the Principal is inclined to be 
lost in a fog. 


So, it 1s my opinion that all Superintendents 
sending children to distant schools outside their own Agency, 
should, unlese very special reasons exist, be willing to 
co-operate and have runaway children immediately returned,

action taken in Court against the young men for contributing 
to juvenile delinquency of the runaways, that each was 
convicted and given a $50.00 fine or two months in gaol. 


The case took considerable time, but it is my 


‘ opinion that both the girl pupils and the young men, learned 


a mighty good lesson, as they far from enjoyed the stern 
examination they went through in the witness box from the 
Crown Attorney and the Principal informs me the girls 
concerned have been very much subdued since that experience. 


T oung men engnged a lawyer and pleaded not 
guilty, so the full rotten story was disclosed and they 
certainly looked shamefaced. 


The case against the merried couple who harboured 
some of the runaways is not yet concluded.

Following receipt of your recent commnications, your 
file 466-10 (El), concerning the difficulty of fitting this girl 
into the school at Brantford, we have been attempting to learn 
sonething of her past and present condition. This is rather 
difficult from our files and further complicated by the fact that 
she appears to have been under the jurisdiction of Mr. Eastwood 
during 1948 up to November and subsequently her hospital accounts 
have been certified by Mr. Devlin. We are, therefore, quite confused 
as to what superintendent is in charge of the group to which Miss 
Blaker belongs. 


It would appear from our records that Lillian Blaker was 
discharged from the Sick Childrens Hospital on 25 May '49. We do not, 
therefore, quite understand Mr. Eastwood's reference to a notice 
from the hospital in October '49 and we are at a loss to know exactly 
where Miss Lillian Blaker is at the present time, 


If Miss Blakew is now at the Mohawk Institute the most 
suitable arrangement would be for her to visit Dr. Davis at Ohsweken 
and Dr. Davis from his long experience can jose her disability 
and recommend the best procedure in her case.

The two George children stayed with Dorothy Cottrelle 
on Sarnia Reserve for about three weeks, I interviewed 
these children on January 16th. They claimed that the 
Principal had punished them unjustly and that they were un- 
willing to return to Brantford. A day or so after my inter- 
view Dorothy's father, Alfred Cottrelle, appeared at this 
office.

These two Rogers boys are entirely out of control, 
both at home and at hawk Institute. I hesitate to 
recommend their permanent discharge as I know it will be 
impossible to persuade them to attend day school on the 
Reserve. I telephoned Mr. Zimmerman, Principal of Mohawk 
Institute, concerning this and he states that they are a 
bad influence on the rest of the pupils at the school. 

He suggests, and I strongly recommend, that Ivan and 
Emerson Rogers be transferred from Mohawk to Shingwauk 
Residential School. The boys have heard rumours that 
theyAbe transferred to Shingwauk and apparently threatened 
to run away from there the same as they have done at 
Brantford. However, Mr. Zimmerman and I are of the opinion 
that they should be immediately transferred to Shingwauk 
Residential School. 


The problem of transportation to Shingwauk will 
be difficult, but Mr. Zimmerman suggested that possibly 
I could take the two Rogers boys and the Green boy back 
as far as Brantford and he might then take them in his 
car to Shingwauk. 


Kindly advise by wire if I am authorized to take 
these children from Sarnia Reserve to Brantford in my 
car. Mr. Zimmerman also wishes your permission to transfer 
them to Shingwauk as soon as they arrive back at Brantford.

I find it difficult to know just what you 
refer to by an examination. The Department's fee 
for an ordinary office call is $2.00, for refraction 
without mydriatic $4.00, and for refraction with 
mydriatic $5.00. I do not know how many pupils you 
have exumined, nor how complete your examination was 
in each case, A cursory look over a large number 
of children to see whether they had enlarged tonsils 
or some obvious trouble in the ear or nose would not, 
I should think, call for a very large fee for each 
child, but if the children were brought to you suffer- 
ing from some defect and you made a thorough examin~ 
ation of each one, I should think it might be worth 
$2.00 each. In a case where the examination led to 
an operation, it might well be included in the fee for 
the operation.

There are 41 new pupils on the list this fall, 36 of

The inspection made in October last year, showed 25 
new pupile needing dental attention; and the amount of work 
required was greater than for the 36 new pupils this fall. This 
favourable comparison is due largely on account of the younger 
average age of these 36 new pupils.

The Department has received a report from 
pr. F. W. Landymore on hie semieannual dental examination 
of the pupils of the Mohawk Institute. He states that, 
after examinining 143 pupils, he finde 71 require dental 
treatment. 


Our funds for dental services thie year are 
extremely limited, and, as it was necessary to aseign 
the amount available emong the various residential 
schools, the total amount that can be allowed for this 
purpose for the pupile of the Mohawk Institute at the 
present time ie $200. 


You may arrange with Dr. Landymore to carry our 
the more urgent work only. Extractions and fillinga only 
are to be performed. The fees allowed will be at the 
same rate as previously paid him for this service, vize: 
$1.00 per amalgam fill. 3 $1.50 per porcelain filling; 
and 26¢ for each extraction. In the case of first teeth, 
ne dental attention with the exception of extraction 
can be allowed. 


Dr. Lendymore should prepare an account, in 
triplicate, giving the name of each pupil treated and 
the work done in each case. This account should be cert- 
ified by you and forwarded for payment. 


The dental work should be carried out when 
convenient to Dr. Landymore and yourself. It is to be 
distinctly understood that the cost of the dental atten- 
tion at thie time must not exceed the above stated 
amount, ae any expenditure in excess cannot be paid. In 
performing this service, new pupils are to receive the 
preference.

The Department is in receipt of a letter 
from Dr. F. W. Landymore with reference to the dental 
work required at the Mohawk Institute. Dr. Landy- 
more estimates the cost of the work at $245, 


In reviewing our files it 1s found that 
$574 wae expended for dental work at the Mohawk In- 
stitute in the celendar year 1931; $300 in the year 
1932 and $324.50 in 1933. These amounts are much 
larger than at any other Indian residential school in 
Canada. Under these circumstances, the Department 
finds it necessary to curtail expenditure in connection 
with dental services.

At practically all other Indian residential 
schools a dentist ie engaged by the day. It is found 
that, for a school of the same size as the Mohawk In- 
stitute, two days' work a year is sufficient to keep 
the pupils! teeth in good condition.

The Department is prepared to allow Dr. 
Landymore $30 a day for two days' work. A day's work 
ie estimated at seven hours, during which the dentist 
is expected to apply himself diligently. He met 
furnish hiWown materials, but is not required to 
provide pe fillings or eny artificial teeth at this 
rate. resumably, composition fillings are sufficiently 
good and no artificial teeth will be required. He must 
use anaesthetios sufficiently to avoid unnecessary pain. 
You are expeoted to assist by organizing the olinio and 
seeing that the dentist is kept supplied with patients.

Rev. Mr. Snell has advised me of the proposed su§gestions 
for the curtailmert of dental services. 


While the instaltation of a dental clinic at the school has 
some advantage over our present arrangement, it witl rot, in view of the 
amount of work needed to “put the pupils teeth in good condition", 
accomplish that which the department desireg viz. economy ard less outlay. 


The examination of the pupils during last month showed 77 
recuiring dental attention in varying amounts. The preparation of a 
cavity for amalgam ard insertion of filling will average twenty minutes, 
or three per hour. This is averaging simple and compound cavities. The 
amalgam work alone among these 77 pupils would take approximately six 
days to complete it, working seven hours per day. Porcelain work 
averages a longer time, and there would still be extractions and the odd 
root treatment, therefore, if the department really want to put the 
teeth of these children in “good condition" it would be imrossible to 
do so in two days work. 


It has been the practice under our present arrangement to give 
the children proper attention with the minimum expense. There is no 
other board or department paying less for dental service. The Workmen's 
Compensation Board alttow from $2.00 +o $4.00 for an aualgam filling, and 
$1.00 for extractions. The Foard of T™he College of Dental Surgeons in 
submitting the schodule of fees for the Workmens Compensation Board 
advised the profession that these fees were consideree to be only two-thirds 
of an average fee set by an average dentist in regular practice. The 
Ontario Government in administering dental relicf attow $1.0¢ for 
extraction of the first tooth, and 50 cents for each subsequent tooth. 

Your department is paying 25 cents per tooth. I have merely mentioned 

the foregoing schedules to show that the depertuent aga is receiving 

dental services at the lowest possible outlay. 
™o lessen the cost, your department has suygested the use of 

composition for fillings. ‘The cost of a filling is due to the time taken 

in preparing the cavity. ‘The same preparation holds for either analcam 

er composition.

The Lepartment has received a letter from 

Doctor F. We Landymore on the subject of the proposed 
dental work for the pupils of you school, Doetor 
Landymore goes to a good deal of length in describing 
the work he has done in the last three years and what 
is now required, but he does not convince the Depart- 
ment that an outlay of #1200. in three years is reason- 
able expenditure for dental attention to 150 pupils. 

an example I may quote an Agency where there are 

out an equal number of pupils all in day sohool, 
‘About ten days dental work has been done for these 
children during three years and their teeth are in 
such Sood order as to lead the dentist to invite 
comparison with white children under provincial care. 
l¢ two days is not sufficient during the present 
year, the Demrtment is prepared to allow three, but 
Dootor Landymore must find his own equipment and 
materials. Much of the letter which he writes has 
no reference to the matter under disoussion as the 
Lepartment is not concerned with any arrangement 
made by the Workmen's Compensation Board, or any 
other organization.

The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach

The court did not think Mr. Lager was remiss, inasmuch 
as he explained that he took it that the ring around the pole had 
been placed there to strengthen the pole where it was checked.

I recently received a visit from the Chief of the Moose Band of Indians in 
connection with a very sad drowning accident, which occurred during the summer at 
Moose Factory. 


He asked my advice as to what steps he should take to bring the matter to the 
notice of the Department and I replied that perhaps it would be well to write to you 
in his own language and have a translation of the letter forwarded. 


He decided to do thie and the attached letter is the result. It is somewhat 
incoherent so I beg to supplement it with a copy of the report I sent to The Fur 
Trade Commissioner of The Hudson s Bay Company on the subject. 


It reads as follows tea 
Sep 19th 1919 

I regret to have to report a very serious drowning accident in this 
District. It occurred on July 29th at Moose Factory. It appears that 
twelve of the school children from the Church of England Mission of 
which The Rev Haythornthwaite is in charge, were allowed to crowd into 
an old canoe, for the purpose of crossing to an Island to pick berries. 
It was high tide with quite a big sea running. When about in mid 
channel the canoe capsized and seven out of the twelve children were 
drowned. The remaining five were saved by an Indian named Archie Sailor 
who in a emall canoe managed to pick them up. Mr Gaudet sent out his 
entire staff of Servants with all canoes available, to search for the 
bodies, and by 1 a. m. on the 30th the seven bodies were recovered. 
Two of the boys drowned were sons of one of our Servants, Samuel Louttit 
who is employed at Fort George.

I regret to have to report the deplorable 
death of Prin. Haythornwaithe of the Moose Boarding School. 
For sometime he apparently had been suffering from Dementia 
Precox which possibly was intensified by an accident re- 
ceived on 3rd June for on June 19th he committed suicide. 
Fortunately Rev. Walton was there at the time. Bishop 
Anderson who was at Albany was summoned and was making 
satisfactory arrangement to have the work of the schools 
continued. He has placed in charge Rev. Griffin from 
Albany until more satisfactory arrangement can be made. 


It was discovered that several of the children 
in the boarding school were very badly affected with T.B. 
and Gland Trouble, so a weeding oui was necessary in order 
to prevent the spread amongst the other pupils. Dr. Day 
examined every pupil and as a result some action had to be 
taken. 


In the school there were five Neepineskum 
orphan children Lizzie died last Winter with 1.5, and three 
of the other children Mary, Peter and Henry have developed 
the disease. These children are orphans and Bishop 
nderson has agreed to place these Children with the 
grandmother and to be looked after and properly rationed 
until such time as they are able to return to school, on 
condition that the Department continues to allow the usual 
grant to be paid the sahool for them. 


I have authorized Bishop Anderson to send 
George Neepineskum to the Cochrane Hospital to have his 
tonsils and adonoids removed. 


Donald Hester aged 8 years is paralized as 
result of Tubercular Spine. He is unable to walk at 
present is being cared for by Mrs. D. Wesley. This boy 
was taken from the school on 2ist July. I have 
authorized Mrs. Wesley to take care of the child and to 
send in proper vouchers for same. 
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I authorized 4ishop Anderson to purchase 4 
tent in which to place Chas. Carpenter another orphan 
boy who has been several years in the school as this boy 
has funds to his credit in savings. I told Sishop 
Anderson to submit vouchers for any expenditures made. 
Dr. Day states this boy cannot possibly live very lone. 


Bishop Anderson was tak ing necessary steps to 

have the Boarding School conducted according to rules. 

As already stated, every pupil was examined by Dr. Day 

and also all new applicants, & list of whom he has forward- 
ed to the Department. the 3ishop has mde contracts with 
parents for three years 4s the parents would not consent to 
send their children if the contract was for a longer period.

Dominion Government 
Places All Bands on Com- 
mon Basis.

Ottawa, Aug. 21—In future the Fed- 
eral Government will bear the whole 
cost of Indian education. In « recent 
letter to the Indian superintendent at 
the Six Nations Reserve, toar Brant- 
ford, which was read to the council, 
the Indien Department announced: 
“Hon. Charles Stewart has warmly 
supported Dr. Scott's recommendation 
that all Canadian Indian education 
be paid by the Government, and there 
be no discrimination in the treatment 
of Indians throughont the Domin- 
ton.” ‘This means that $20,000 former- 
ly taken annually from the band fund 
of the Six Nations for educational pur- 
‘will be paid by the Government. 
‘All the Northern Ontario and Prairte 
ave treaties with the Domin- 
fon Government, snd under these 
treaties the Government must bear the 
whole cost of Indian education. The 
same condition did not spply to Bri- 
tish Columbia and Eastern Canada In- 
dians. The Indian bands in these pro- | 
vinces all have funds and part of tho | 
fnterest from these funds bas been 
used for Indian education. In the case 
of the Six Nations this amoynted to 
‘about 820,000 annually, and the whole 
of band funds taken for this purpose 
from all the Indians was $63,000. The 
total amount spent ennually on In- 
din equcation is spproximately 1 
00,000, "so that’ the band fund con. 
tribution "was m very small percentage. 
Dr. D, ©. Scott, Superintendent of 
Indian Affairs, felt this foroed contri- 
bution from the band funds of some 
tribes, and the payment of the whole 
cost of education of others by the Gov- 
ernment was diserimipatory, and he re- 
commended Hon, Charles Stewart, Min- 
ister of the Interior, that the Govern- 
ment sesume the whole cost of edu- 
eation of all the tribes and leave the 
band funds for other purposes. This 
Mr. Stewart agreed to do, and at the 
last setsion in the estimates the 
amount voted for Indian education 
was increased by $69,000, the amount 
formerly taken from the band funds |

Dear Mr. Greer: 


I have your letter of the 25rd instant, enclosing 
a@ elipping soneerning the re-arrangement of Indian education 
costs and enquiring if this affeets the Deyartment's financial 
assistance to the Moose Fort Indian Residential School, which 
is gonducted by the Missionary Society of the Chureh of 
England in Canada. 


In reply I have to state that Parliamentary Approp- 
riation has met the costs of all Indian residential schools 
in Ganada and of prastieally all the Indian day sehools. This 
appropriation now amounts to over two million dollars per 
annum. In the case of the Moose Fort Indian Residential 
Sehool, we allow a per capite grant of $165 per Indian pupil 
per year. 


In the past, however, a few Indian bands, largely 
in the settled portions of Ontario, have assisted from their 
band funds in connection with the expenses at Indian day 
schools and have provided tuition grants for the brighter 
Indians who wished to attend high schools and business col- 
leges. Thie practice of allowing band funds to be used for 
educational purposes has now been di seontinued.

Our payments to the Moose Fort and other Indian 
residential schools remain exactly as in the past, and any 
assistance you are giving any Indian schools on account of 
the education of white or half-breed children - for whom the 
Department of Indian Affaire is not responsible - is a matter 
whieh, of course, rests entirely with you.

During my recent visit to our Moose Factory 
Indian Residential School, the Principal directed my atten- 
tion to various requirements which should be supplied to 
enable him and his ataff to carry on the work without un- 
necessary hardship, and with a fair prospect of success. 
I digcussed these matters fully with the late Dr. Hamilton, 
your representative at that centre, and while we both 
realized the urgent necessity of keeping all expenditure at 
present down to the minimum, we felt that certain items 
were indispensable and agreed to make a strong request that 
they be supplied. The items required may be classified as 
follows:< 
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1. In_connection with the Farm and Garden. 





To enable the school to grow all the my, oats, 
vegetables, etc. required, more land must be broken up and 
brought under cultivation. The sch 001 management will 
look after this, and I ordered timothy and alsike seed 
at Cochrane, and sent it forward, along with turnip seed 
and mangel-wurzel.

In_ connection with the buildings. 





The buildings should be replaced by new ones 
at the earliest date possible. Until they are replaced, 
they must be made to serve the purpose for which they 
exist. The hospital building which is about to be used 
aS a Principal's residence re mired minting inside, 
and I had a good deal of this done at the time of my 
visit. Mew doors are required and I am asking our Commission 
to supply them. Im addition to these requirements a special 
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grant of $150.00 has already been mae available to 
provide some of the essential furnishings. 


A certain amount of lumber is required also 
(a) to put a new roof on the work-shop (the present roof 
4g more like the proverbial sieve than any other I have 
seen) (b) to make part of the store-room rat and mouse 
proof, and (c) to cover the log walls of the new barn. 
I understood that approximately 75,000 feet of rough 
lumber was for sale at the Moose River Crossing, about 
45 miles away, and Dr. Hamilton undertook to secure the 
price of this and to advise the Principal accordingly. 
If the price is reasonable the school Management would 
endeavour to raft it to the school free of cost. Our 
Commission will undertake to meet the expenditures referred

Dear Sir:- 


Our Commission have received a strong and urgent 
request from the Principal of their School at Moose Factory, 
to have the official pupilage increased from 30 to 40. When 
school reopened after the summer holidays the Principal was 
obliged to refuse admission to over 25 pupils in order that the 
enrolment might not exceed the official number sanctioned. As 
he and his family have now taken up residence in the building 
once used as a hospital, space is available in the main school 
building for the additional pupilage requested, and our Commission 
will be obliged if your Department will kindly authorize the 
seme. The Principal states that he has taken up the question of 
the increased pupilage, with Dr. Tryer, the Indian Agent, and also 
with Mr. Awrey the Treaty Pay Master, and as both of these 
representatives of your Department have recognized the urgency of 
the need, our Commission see no valid reason why it should not be 
granted. 


While writing on this subject I desire to express the 
strong hope which is entertained by our Society that the 
Residential School building which was built by our Church at this 
centre over twenty-five years ago, will be superseded by a fully 
modern structure, with a capacity of not less than one hundred 
pupils, during the ensuing fiscal year. As you are no doubt aware, 
our Church's evangelistic and educational work at Moose Factory 
began in the year 1851, and has been carried on at an immense cost 
of life and money ever since, and not without highly encouraging 
and creditable results. As Indian parents at Rupert House and 
Albany, in addition to those in the Moose River district are 
keenly desirous of having their children educated at our Moose 
Factory School, and the present pbuilding cannot accommodate them, 
you will understand the necessity of having a new and larger 
building provided at the earliest date possible. With the 
completion of the T. & N. 0. Railway to Moose Factory, the cost of 
forwarding building material will be greatly reduced, and I most 
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Sincerely trust that nothing may be allowed to prevent your 
Department from providing our Society next year with the new 
building requested, in addition to a new building to replace 
the existing Shingwauk Home at Sault Ste. Marie.

We have started the 
school year with a complete staff with the one exception of the 
Head Matron, and we are hoping to hear from a former worker that 
she is willing to take up this position.

1 found the Principal much concerned by reason of the 
failure of a number of the pupils to return to the school after 
the summer holidays. From letters he has received from parents 
and from our missionaries at various places on Hudson Bay, it 
appears clear that some adverse influence has been at work. 

While letters of parents were often vague and spoke of "not 
sending back the children this year", the missionaries had written 
that various criticisms of the school had been circulated and 
several serious charges which on investigation were found to have 
no foundation whatever. As the last boat has now come from 
points to the north, there would seem to be nothing to be done 
now, but the Principal is concerned about the number of children 

of school age at Moose Factory who are out of school. In view 

of his very small enrollment this year he wondered if the Depart- 
ment could not write the Agent to exert some pressure in regard 

to some of these cases. Dr. Orford has apparently advised the 
parents that the children should be in school, but does not appear 
to have been able to exert any pressure. If you can do anything 
to influence this situation we shall indeed be grateful. I may 
say that 1 had a long conference with the Chief and sme of the 
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Indian Affairs Branch = 2- September 30,1943, 


Councillors who expressed themselves as very pleased with the 
management of the school,and I urged the Chief to use his in- 
fluence towards the desired result of having all the children 
in school who should be there.

Dear Doctor Alderwood: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 30th ultimo, in which you refer to the difficulty 
experienced by the Principal of the Moose Fort Residential 
School in securing his full quota of pupils for the 
present ecademic year. 


You will be interested to learn that I am 
today communicating with the Indian Agent in respect to 
this matter, It is my earnest hope that the azent, by 
working in close co-operation with the Principal of the 
School, will be able to substantially increase the enrol- 
ment in the course of a few weeks. I have noted, with 
interest, your reference to certain criticisms of the 
school, that appear to have been circulated in the 
district. These criticisms, as you may readily suppose, 
arise from time to time and usually retard recruiting. 
In the case of the Moose Fort School, however, I am 
disposed to think that better economic conditions and 
the m jure of prosperity that Indian families are now 
enjoying may be mainly responsible for the poor attend- 

t the school. In any event, I feel confident that 
ent will do all he possibly can to persuade the 
parents to send their children to the school.

In view of the acute shortage of teachers 
existing throughout the Dominion and the difficulty 
experienced by the church authorities in securing the 
staff necessary to operate our schools in this crisis, 
4t is of the utmost importance that everything humanly 
possible should be done to persuade Indian parents to 
send their children to school. 


It would be very much appreciated if yc 
would discuss this matter with the Principal of the Mo 
Fort School and, with him, reach a decision with respect 
to the best ways and means of increasing the present 
enrolment. In my reply to Dr. Alderwood I have stated 
that while adverse criticisms of the school itself ‘n 
the district may retard recruiting, it is my opinion 
that the measure of prosperity the Indians are now 
enjoying may be in the main responsible for their 
tendency to keep children at home. You might, at your 
convenience, let us have any comments you may care to 
send forward with respect to the local situation.

posts I attempted to convince the parents to send their 
children to Moose Factory at least until such times as the 
Fort George school is rebuilt. The answer in practically 
all cases was that they did not wish to send their children 
so far away and that - “the children at Moose Factory 
learna@ bad language."

Undoubtedly the fact that the Indians along this 
coast are comparatively well off at the present time does 
heve some influence on their keeping their children at 
home, because many of them send their children to school 
not because they expect them to learn anything but because 
they are better fed and better clothed than they themselves 
can ordinarily look after theme 


However, I think the best answer to Mr.Alderwood's 
remarks lies in the record of school attendance this year 
for the Moose band children. More of them are attending 
residential school than at any other time.

This Agency has a population of roughly 
600 families. Registration has been completed for the 
Moose and Albany Bands, which represent about 25%. The 
originals of these forms have been despatched to the Regional 
Direetor in Toronto. The balance of registration is expected 
to be completed by the 15th of October. 


All families in this Agency will receive 
their allowances in kind (Category D). Sub-registrars have 
been appointed and vouchers will be distributed as follows: 


H.B. Ca., Albany - monthly 

H.B. Co., Attawapiskat - mostly monthly 

H.B. Co., Nemaska - twice yearly 

H.B. Co., East Main and Faotory River - monthly 

HeB, Co., Great Whale River - 2 or 5 times yearly. 

H.B. Co., Fort George ~ annually for inlanders (approx. 50%) 

6 times yearly (Coastal Indians) 

Moose Factory, Moosonee, and Rupert's House - by Agent

assured me that every effort was being made to stock all 
Hudson Bay Trading Posts with the food and clothing that 
we specified. He further stated that with the exception 
of woollen underwear he did not anticipate any trouble 
in having sufficient stocks of everything at all of their 


posts. 


Mr. Cowan stated that instructions had 
gone out to all of his traders, that no substitutions were 
to be allowed unless first approved by the Indian Agent.

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The vart of his report referred to reads as follows :-

MAIN CELLAR. In excavating the cellar under the large 
dining-room of the main building in the year 1921,we found 
that the rafters (sills?) under the floor were rotten. This 
necessitated temporary rafters being placéd under the floor- 
ing,which wad done by the Principaland boya,and propped up 
by round poles. This is in a very bad way and should be 
attended to at once. The cost would only consist of a 
couple of carpenters from thé Hudson Bay Co.for a short 
time. We would use some of the lumber which we bad prepar- 
ed for the new byre. The cellar has never been properly 
finished,and it needs lumber squared on two sides to be fit- 
ted all around the walls to keep back the clay from falling 
out from under the foundation. If this were done,and steps 
fitted on the outside of the entrance to the cellar ,it 
would secure the building from falling in and make the Place 
more useful for storing the large quantities of potatoes, 
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turnipa and other vegetables during the winter. 


BALCONY. The outer Baleéony,leading off from the Girls' 
room,and also under-baloony of same is very much decayed 
and needs & complete new one. The cost of this would not 
be much,as the carpenters would be instructed to fill up 
the pillare and battens,and the remainder of the work could 
be done by some of the bigger boys and painted. 


4 NEW DOOR, is required for the main entrance into the 
Dining room. 


4 NEW LAUNDRY HOUSE. We have a large sized house ( 20'6"x 
14'6") which at present is used for holding Indian books 
and odds and ends. I would like this to be lined on the 
inside (it is only weather-boarded) and fitted up for use 
&8 & washing room, @ place where the laundry of the school 
could be seen to/ At present we use & partitioned portion 
of the study for this purpose in the winter,and outdide on 
the grass in the summer. The books &c.can be put away in 
the top of the food store. This is certainly a pression 
need and it would not cost much fo turn it into a sattabie 
Taundry place, and it could be used for the Boys'washing 
room in summer. 


EXTENSION OF FARM. Outside of the enclosed compound 

there is a very large piece of ground off which the timber 
has been taken,and quantities of the stumps have been pull- 
ea out and are awaiting removal. Besides this,there is an 
inner portion of the ground almost cleaned- I should sa 
perhaps about 2 acres,-which needs further work. I would 
Suggest that this inner portion be further cleaned and 
enclosed by wire and posts and that potatoes be planted in 
game. The yearly standard price for one bag of potatoes is 


BYRE. Last year we were able to secure a very large oum- 
ber of logs which came down the Moose River from & burat 
boom belonging to some Pulp Company. These we had sawn up 
into lumber and logs squared for the purpose of building a 
new byre for a Hay shed. The cost of Sawing this 17,000 ' 
of lumber came to $ 55. 


In connexion with the above matters I may sey that I had hoped 
to visit Moose Paotory this Summer,when I should have had an 
opportunity of estimati the cost of these repairs &c.after 
@ Close personal examination. As IT have been obliged to post- 
pone my vigit,the estimate of the cost must be made out from 
the above data, and this,in the opinion of our Commission,will 
amount to about $1,200. I shall be obliged therefore if you 
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will authorize an expenditure of this amount, it being under- 
stood that the sum of $ 1,200 must not be exceeded,and only 
that portion of it expended which is actually required for 
the purposes specified above.

In a letter recently received from the Principal he 
presents a very strong request for new metallic roofing for 
the main buildings #4 the Day School, He stated that while it 
might be possible for the main buildings to last another year 
without a new roof, he felt quite certain that the Day School 
would suffer serious damage if the new roof were not supplied 
this summer, 

As the grant for the Day School is by arrangement 
paid to Bishop Anderson, I was directed to refer the matter of 
a new roof to him for any action necessary.

j Your letter, dated the 4th inst, file 44-6-1, stating 

‘ that my proposal to erect at the expense of the Church of England 
in Canada "a new building to replace the present Moose Fort Indian 
Residential School" was submitted by you to the Minister and that 
he "is disposed to favourably consider providing per capita allow- 
ances for one hundred (100) pupils, if accommodation for that number 
is available in the new building;" was considered by the Executive 
Committee of this Society at its meeting on the 15th inst. 


The Executive Committee decided unanimously to proceed 
this summer with the erection of the building in question on the 
assumption that the Minister being satisfied of the accommodation 
provided in the new building, a further letter would be received 
from him definitely accepting the proposal as submitted by me to 
you; viz, that the provision will be made for per capita grants, 
at the existing rate of $200.00, for 60 additional pupils bringing 
the total provision up from the present number of 40 to 100; this 
rate to continue unchanged for a period of 10 years after we have 
d@ecured an attendance of 100 pupils in the new school. 


Concerning our ability to obtain 100 pupils, the Bishop 
of Moosonee, who knows the Anglican Indian population of the District 
very thoroughly and whom I consulted on the point, states in part 
in his reply as follows: 


"Wherever I have gone during the past three years 
particularly, I have been besieged with requests from 
parents to have their children sdmitted to the Moose 
Boarding School and have been obliged to say there was 
no room.... So that I have not the slightest doubt 
that we can secure 100 pupils for the school at Moose."

MEMORANDUM:

When discussing our Estimates with the Winieter 
ant yourself on the second instant, you will remember I 
mentioned that the Church of eae had propeces that, if 
the pupllage at the Moose Fort Indian Residential School 
were increased from forty (40) te one hundred (100), the 
Church authorities would be to erect a new build 
ing ~- a—e” for the accommodation of the increased number 
of pupils. 


Honourable Mr. Orerar expressed his willingness 
te favourably consider the offer of the Chureh of England 
and I so advised Canon Gould on the 4th instant. 


Ganon Gould replied by stating that the Church of 
ment ie prepared to apne with the erection of a new 
building during the coming suamer and requests that, in 
addition to the inereased pupllage, the Departwent provide 
the children's desks, bleckboards and other minor equipment 
for the classrooms. 


At the present time the Department is allow! 
grant for a pupil of 40. The rate per capita at thie 
aehool is $200. sequently, the increased per capita 
allewance would be $12,000. fhe cost of the desks, black~ 
boards, etc., would be approximately §900. 


I would recommend that Rev. Ganon Geuld be in- 
formed that, on the completion of the new building, grant 
for 100 pupile will be allowed and also that the rtment 
will previde the desks and blackboards.

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The Principal of the School places the number that would 
desire admittance to the new school from 120 to as high as 150, 
There is, therefore, I am convinced, no question concerning an 
enrollment to the capacity of the school at an early date after 
it is erected and open. 


As you are aware, I think, Mr Orr is now drafting a plan 
for us which will enstre that the dormitory space provided has 
the necessary subic air content conforming to the regulation of 
the Department. 


Under these circumstances, I am assuming that the final 
and full agreement of the Hon'ble, the Minister, is assured and 
that I may proceed as soon as the plans are completed to take 
the steps necessary for the erection of the school during the 
coming summer since the large amount of materials necessary must 
be delivered at Moosonee for transportation over the ice before 
the Spring break-up. 


It was further understood and agreed between us that the 
Department would provide the cost - seats, blackboards, etc - 
of the equipment of the new classrooms; in this case to be pro- 
vided for in a separate building.

Following the receipt from Mr Orr of outline plans 
for the accommodation of 100 pupils in the proposed new Indian 
Residential School building at Moose Factory, I am having the 
working plans prepared by our local architects. On the com- 
pletion of their work I propose to awerd the contracts for 
the large amounts of material etc. 


On reading copy of my letter to you, dated the 
18th inst, I note that the word "existing" in the second para- 
graph was inserted through a mistake and should, in consequence, 
be omitted. 


The main building will measure 36 by 115 feet, and 
be three storeys in height. The wing will measure 30 by 64 
feet providing space for boys recreation room, laundry, boys 
and girls wash rooms, on the ground floor: the whole of the 
second floor being devoted to classrooms, 


All the lumber will be cut to size and form in a 
mill at South Porcupine, shipped to Moosonee and transported 
over the ice to Moose Factory Island, As soon in the Spring 
as the thawing of the ground permits the placing of the found- 
ations, the work of erection will proceed with great speed. 


As stated in my letter, dated the 18th inst, I 
am interpreting your letter dated the 4th inst to mean that 
on completion of a building with accommodation for"one hundred 
(100) pupils" departmental provision at a per capita of $200. 
will be made for ten years for that number. It is because 
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of my anziety to exclude any possible occasion in the future 
of misunderstanding on this essential point that, at the risk 
of repetition, I am writing this further letter.

It gives me much pleasure to enclose enlarge~ 
ment of my snap-shot of our new buildings at Moose Factory. 


From right to left the buildings are: 
1. The new Cottage Hospital. 


2. The Annex, with outside scaffolding still in position, 
to the main building. The Annex provides on the ground floor 
for the laundry, the boys and girls wash rooms and the boys 
recreation room. The second storey consists of two very large 
and well-lighted classrooms. A closed and covered passageway 
of twenty feet connects the Annex with the main building. 


3. The main building of the school. This building pro- 
vides, on the ground floor - Chapel, kitchen and dining rooms 
for the pupils and staff; on the second floor, dormitories for 
junior boys and girls, office, and staff bedrooms and sitting 
room; on the third floor, main dormitories for senior boys and 
girls, with rooms for supervisors; the fourth floor, or attic, 
provides sewing room, large recreation room for girls and general 
storage rooms. 


The cubic air-space provided for the dormitories is 
somewhat in excess of thet required by the Departmental regulations.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE COMMISSION ON HIS 
¥ OOSE FACTORY ~ 


NEW eee: The two years which elapsed since your Secretary 
visite s historic centre during the summer of 1925 were 


busy and eventful ones, and the progress made in that comparatively 
short time greatly exceeded his expectations. In the establish- 
ment of the fully modern Newnham Cottage Hospital, with ten beds, 
two cots, and one bassinette, and in the creation of a new, three 
and a hait storey Residential School building, with ample accom- 
modation for 100 pupils, the Church of England in Canada has 
furnished unquestionalile proof of her deep and practical interest 
in all thet pertains to the highest welfare of her numerous and 
devoted Indian people in the Moose Factory and James Bay areas. 
Never once, so far as your Secretary has been able to ascertaih, 
since the arrival of John Horden (afterwards Bishop) in 1851, 

has the Church of England failed $o provide labourers for this 
part of the world-wide mission field, and it is surely fitting 
that the good and glorious work which they began, and carried on 
so faithfully and so long, should now be maintained and extended 
by their successors with the increased resources and facilities 
they have at their command. The double process of maintenance 
and extension will be vastly stabilized and accelerated through 
the provision of those two very necessary and very efficient 
buildings, and one cannot but devoutly thank God for the abundance 
of wisdom and help bestowed upon the General Secretary of our 
Society, whereby he was enabled to find a way of making this 
provision possible. 


THE Ao thecae As members have already received the printed 

pamphlet which furnishes considerable information ahout the Hospital, 
your Secretary does not consider it necessary to make any detailed 
reference to it in this report. 


At the time of his visit five patients were in 
residence, two of them having been brought from Fort George, a 
distance of approximately 500 miles. Aw two more were expected 
to be transferred from the Hospital at Cochrane, there is ground prants 
for believing that the operating costs may be fully met by the us al 
for patients as made by the Indian Department. 


For the time being, at any rate, Nurse Hockin,who 
is in charge, and Mrs Saucier, the House Matron, are quite suffic- 
ient to cope with the work, and additional help is not required, 


The General Secretary recommends that respon- 
sibility for the Hospital be vested in the Commission, in the 
same way that the one at Hay River now stands, and your 
Secretary commends this recommendation to the members for 
sympathetic consideration and acceptance. It is the opinion 
of the General Secretary that the unification of control of 
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all the Society's work at this important centre, poseesses 
advantages which should not be disregarded, and he expressed 
the hope that the members of the Commission would take the 
same view of the matter. 


THE oe The new buildings with the annex, the purpose 

of w 11 be described later, is pleasing in design, 
cenetous in capacity and substantial in structure. The 
foundations rest on cement piles with wide footings, and the 
roofing material is asphalt shingles of the best quality. 
There is a neat little belfry on the apex of the roof at the 
east end, surmounted by a cross, and the bell itself, pur- 
chased by contributions from the local Indian community, has 
an unusually mellow tone. As the exterior of the building is 
painted a cream colour, with door and window frames in brown, 
the general effect, when viewed from a distance and against a 
background of green foliage, is decidedly pleasing. 


NEX ¢ At the east end of the main building(School) 
ch is 115 feet long by 38 feet wide) and connected therewith 

by a closed-in passage, there is another building, 64 feet 
long by 30 feet wide, which provides comfortable space on 
the ground floor for wash rooms for the boys and girls (each 
24 feet wide by 15 feet) the laundry, the light and power 
plant, and a recreation room for the boys (29 feet by 15 
feet. j On the upper floor it provides two well-lighted 
class rooms, each 30 feet by 30 feet, separated by a partition 
which can easily be removed when the combined space is re- 
quired for an entertainment or general assembly. 


Your Secretary feels confident that the detachment 
of the class-room work from the main school building will 
strongly commend itself to the members of the Commission, as 
it is in keeping with the policy they have been hoping for 
some years to have adopted at a number of the other schools 
under their control, 


a Api Of all the rooms on the ground floor of the 
main bu ing itself, undoubtedly the most interesting and 
beautiful 18 the one set apart, and furnished in oak, as 

a Chapel, 


The Chapel is 50’ 8" in length, 13' 44" in 
width, has a Communion Table, Prayer Desk, and two chairs 
at the Sanctuary end, and @ sufficient number of seats 
and kneeling boards in the nave to accommodate the staff 
and a capacity enrollment of pupils, The beauty 
and dignity of this room are greatly enriched by a window 
(2'4° x 4' 2") of stained glass, located on the out- 
side wall directly opposite to the main entrance, In the four 
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corners of this delightfully and artistically coloured. window are 

excellent portraits of Bishop Horden, Archbishop Machray, Bishop 

Anderson, and the Rev. John west, while a panel in the lower half 

carries a remarkably fine reproduction of the painting of Bishop 
fountain’s momentous journey to the Red River. In a corresponding 

panel near the top of the window may be seen the lady Foundress 

ef the W.A. as she unfolds to the Board of Management, D & F.M.S. 

the plans which, under Divine guidance and protection culminated in 

the honoured and Dominion-wide organization so well known today. 

In the centre of the window appears the Saviour of the World, 

blessing disciples gathered out of various netions, an Indian and 

Eskimo included, and, in the border on either side of this central 

group may be seen the official monogram of the M.S.C.C. and the 

Winchester Cross of the 7... Few who see this window are over likely 

to forget it, amd one can only hope and pray that all who worship in 

this quiet and peaceful room may receive such fresh inspiration fron 

the record which the memorial window carries of the heroi¢ men and women 

of the past, as will enable them to dedicate their own lives to similiar 

gre .t undertakings for Christ in the future. Fastened to the walls 

on either side of the memorial window, and becomingly framed are repro- 

ductions of the two paintings by Margaret Y. Tarrant, one of which is 

entitled “LOVI°G SHEPHERD OF TH. SHZZP", and the other “BEHOLD I SEND 

YOU FORTH". 


Other rooms on the ground floor of the main school 
building are as follows: 

Ghildrens' refectory ( 50° x 30°) 
Staff dining room ( 13'4" x 13") 
Hall ( 45' x 10') with three furnaces 
Kitchen and pantry. 
Store room, and 
Dairy. 


At either end of the first floor are spacious childrens 
dormitories, one of which is 48" x 16' and the other 55'6" x 14'. 
Connecting these are two passage-ways, cach 34° long by approximately 
4'4" wide. On this floor is located the Principal's oifice (15'1O" x 
12'); the staff sitting room ( 32'S" x 16" 6"): three bed rooms, each 
15'10" x 10"); a guest room of the same size; a women's wash room 
15'10" x 7°5"; and a Supervisor's room 16'4" x 10°, 


has two dormitories each 56' x 58° 


The Attic provides a room for storing clothing; another 
room for general storage; a recreation room for girls { 494" x 14'); 
and a sewing room 16' x 15'4", 


All rooms throughout the building are well lighted and 
storm and screen windows are a¥ailablo for winter and summer use 
respectively. 


FURNISHINGS AND ZOULPMENT. The annex will be heated by two Benner 
Furnaces, No.d05, made by the Galt Stove and Furnace (0o., and the 
main school building by tlree Banner Furnaces, No. 328, year 1921, 
made by the same Company. The furnaces in the annex will burn wood, 
and tho ge in the main school building wood and coal. 


4 Delco plant, Model No.25-C-1, Serial No.378902, 2500 
watts, and 52 batteries will provide the light, also power to pump 
the water and operato the two Thor washers to be installed in the 
laundry. 
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The Water Supply is drawn from the river, with a Delco 
motor (Mode 7, Serial No. G26,115 volts D.C.) installed 
in a cement shaft on the river benk to operate the pump, and 
force the water through a 2" pipe to the school, a distance 
of some 430 feet. Due care has been given to the question of 
protecting the pipe against the severe frosts of winter. 


There is a pressure,also a hot water tank in the laundry, 
a jacket heater. A table will be provided, also a stove for 
heating smoothing irons. 


Tables and benches were available for the children's 
refectory, also a table for the staff dining room. Beds for the 
dormitories had been ordered, and there appeared to be every 
4{ndication that the building would be ready for occupation by the 
end of the current year. 


apelLl ree BUILDINGS - such as a modern stock barn, implement 
shed, poultry house, piggery, etc. will have to be provided as funds 
from the Department or some other source become available. The 
“mission house," or staff part of the old school plant will be left 
standing and used for storing supplies. A root-house can be secured 

by putting a cement basement under this building. The Principal 
estimates that about 50 bags of cement will be required, and your 
Secretary recommends that the Department be asked to provide this, 

and the affiliated buildings mentioned. 


STOCK. The School has four good horses at present, and 
these are sufficient for current needs, It has four cows milking, 
one dwy, one heifer and one bull. More cows will be required in 
the Spring. 


THE STAFF. The numerical strength of the existing staff, 
if augmented by one Teacher and one Supervisor, will probably be 
found sufficient to handle the work of the new and larger school. 


THE PRINCIPAL (Rev. Gilbert Thompson, B.A.) is a diligent 
and capable worker. le conducts three services each Sunday - one 
at 11 o'clock in the Church at Moosonee, and the other two in the 
Church near the School, on the Island. 


THE PUPILS. The enrolment of pupils at the time of your 
Secretary's visit was 39, but the daily attendance at the class room 
was not less than 80. The non-Treaty pupils receiving classroom 
instruction number 25, and there are about as many Treaty Indian 
children from the Settlement who benefit in the same way. Rev. 
Louis Sampson, the Teacher, has carried on the classroom quite 
steadily and faithfully, but it appeared to your Secretary that 
his qualifications better fitted him for work amongst senior 
grades, and none of which are to be found at this school, He 
himself has a keen desire to return to ministerial work and your 
Secretary advised him to communicate with some Bishops with a view 
to securing a suitable opening.

All the buildings are heated with hot air furnaces; those 
in the main building being coal burning. The cubic air space 
provided exceeds the amount in the sketch plans supplied to us 
by Mr Orr.

on the lst of next June,

They recommend the closed circuit system described 
in their letter (page 1) as the System Type S.S. The cost 
of this equipment would be $715.15. As the six station time 
detectors would cost an additional $295.80, or a total of 
$1008.95, I am writing to ascertain if your Department can 
authorise this expenditure. 


As the need cannot be questioned, and as you know 
the dilemma in which our Society stands at present financially, 
your help in this matter will be appreciated more than it is 
possible to express.

Your letter of the 18th ulto. #44+6-5, awaited me 
on my return from eastern Camade a short time ago, and I 
Gincerely regret the decision embodied therein, not to provide 
the fire alarm system requested for our Moose Factory School. 


When making the request for this equipment as em- 
bodied in my letter of the 12th ulto. I was under the impression 
that as our Society had made a capital expenditure of approx- 
imately $50,000.00 in providing the new school building at Moose 
Factory, and had therefore, saved your Department that amount, 
you would be able to help us to the comparatively slight extent 
indicated, in the same way that you made a grant of approximate~ 
ly $2,000.00 for equipment at our Aklavik School. 


Purther, as our Society during the past few years has 
provided not only the new School building at Moose Factory, but 
new School buildings at Fort 4reorge and Aklavik as well, at a 
total cost of approximately $125,000.00, the request did not, 
nor does it yet, appear to me to be an anreasonable ONneGe 


As you state in your letter that "no special provision 
was made in the current year's appropriation for such a heavy 
expenditure as requested at the Moose Factory Residential School", 
I have been wondering if some of the saving effected by your 
Department through the non-payment of P.6. grants could not be 
made available for the equipment in question. For instance, had 
capacity attendance of pupils been maintained in 1957 at ali the 
Schools administered by our Society, our Society's revenue would 
have been increased by the amounts indicated in the following 
list:

This heavy loss in revenue, along with the further 
loss of approximately $10,000.00 through the 5% cut in the 
grants, will indicate to you the difficulties which confront 
our Commission in the efficient administration of our Society's 
Schools, and while there may be some Department ruling to the 
effect that p,.c. grants which are not earned automatically lapse, 
I trust that if no such ruling obtains, some of the saving 
effected last year on grants in this way, may yet be applied 
to the provision of the fire alarm system requested for Moose 
Factory.

During the discussion of this matter it 
was suggested and finally agreed that the best course to take 
would be to build a new and larger hospital and allow the 
present hospital building, erected in 1936, to be used as the 
Principal's residence. As this building is conveniently 
located to the new School, and would serve very well for this 
purpose, the Committee hoped that the arrangement would com- 
mend itself to you and to your Department. 


As the existing hospital, however, mus t 
continue in operation until a new and larger one has been 
provided, it was unanimously agreed by the Committee that the 
provision of the new hospital should be undertaken by the 
Government. 


In support of this view it was pointed out 
that as the Society had erected the new School at 4 cost of 
over $50,000.00, and the existing hospital at a cost of at 
least $7,000.00, inoluding equipment, it should not be asked 
or expected to make any further large expenditure for the new 
larger hospital required. 


I was instructed, therefore, to ask you to 
d4nolude in your estimates for the next fiscal year the sum of 
at least $10,000.00 to build the larger hospital necessary at 
this centre. 


It was the unanimous opinion of the members 
of the Committee that the residence of the Prineipal should 
be provided out of Government funds, and, as the cost of 
materials alone, plus freight, wages, ete., for the existing 
hospital building amounted to not less than $5,000.00, the 
Government expenditure for the two buildings will be reduced 
by that amount. 


As t Federal Government has recently given 
very careful attention to the question of inproving the health 
of its Indian wards, and has voted a very considerable sum of 
money for this purpose, the Committee earnestly hope that this 
comparatively small expenditure may be made possible next year 
through theprovision of a hospital capable of meeting 
years to come, the medical requirements of the Indians in the 
Moose Factory and James Bay settlements.

The smaller washers 
which have been in use have been found to be inadequate, and 
the Principal (Rev. Gilbert Thompson, B.A.) has submitted to 
our Commission the following recommendation: - 


The J. He Connor & Sons Ltd., Ottawa, are willing 
to supply a "No.l E.W. Wood Tub Washer with counter shaft 
elestric motor and wringer. Capacity 36", length over all 69", 
height over all 66". Price $610.00." 


Mr. Thompson states that “This ise the smallest machine 
we could get if we are expected to work economically." 


While I am deeply conscious of the financial difficulties 
confronting your Department at the present time, I am regrettably 
obliged to state that the Government's decision to reduce the 
pupilege at the Indien Residential Schools to 92.24% from Janwry 
1st of lest year, has made it impossible for our Society to meet 


di a 
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all essential requirements such as this item of equipment out of 
their present income. Our aiffioul ty has been further increased 
by the fact that the Society was obliged to install, at very great 
expense, & septic tank at gs school and also to enlarge the 
intake pipe in connection with the water supply. 


Should your Department be unable to meet the total cost 
of the washing machine recommended by Mr. Thompson, I would earnest- 
ly hope that you may be able to make & generous grant towards the 
cost of the same.

Samples of water 
should be forwarded here for bacteriological analysis, if 
such analyses have not already been made, and a sketch 
showing the location of the intake in relation to 
sewer outlets or other possible sources of contamination 
should be submitted. The locali is remote from 
large centres of population and it seems most unlikely 
that a river of this size would be sufficiently contan- 
inated to require chlorination except under unusual 
local conditions, If such conditions do obtain, the 
Department should be informed of them."

I am writing for the specific purpose of soliciting your 
help in enabling our Commission to retain at their Moose Factory 
School the services of Mr. John H. Long, the Engineer, In a 
letter just received from him he states that he had received a 
notice to report for medical examination and military training, 
and while he felt doubtful about being accepted for active service, 
there was a possibility that he might be taken for some form of 
service. 


The Reverend Principal Thompson of our Moose Factory School, 
when writing to me in this connexion, stated that Dr. Orford had 
examined Mr. Long, and he thought that "due to the foot defect he 
would probably be put in category “0"." 


As our Commission, since Canada entered into war, has re~- 
leased approximately fifty staff agents, or nearly one-third of all 
of their school staffs, they felt that in this way they have made a 
valuable contribution to the war effort. fhe finding of other 
men and woman to take their place has impesed a very heavy strain 
on our Commission and especially on our office staff, and at the 
present time we have important staff vacancies which we are most 
anxious to fill. Half of the men who are engineers af our schools 
have enlisted, and if Mr. Long is taken away for any reason whatever, 
4t may be months before we are able to secure anyone else to take his 
place. Principal Thompson is relying on him to supervise the in- 
stallation of the septic tank referred to in your letter of August 24th 
last, #44-6-5, and I can assure you that any help you may be able to 
give us in arranging for Mr, Long to remain where he is will be fully 


appreciated.
